IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 


EDITOR JOURNAL:—While reading 


over the discussion that took place 
oo what is known as the Blaine Reso- 
lution in the United States Senate 
tbe other day, I conld but call to 
mind a c'iscnssion that was held in 
the Opbir Lyceum Clnb thirteen 
wears ago this Winter, in which the 
principal disputant* were Mr. Beck 
and myself, two names perhaps not 
quite so dioliugnished as those of 
Blaine and Thnrman, bnt in which 
the status of the negro was discussed 
with as much earnestness if nut with 
as great ability as is displayed by 
those two gentlemen. 


At one of oar meetings the ques- 


tion 
for the 
evening 
was 
the 


adoption of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, and a'lhongh nearly thirteen 
years have passed away I remember 
tbe night and many of the persons 
present as well aa though it were bnt 
yesterday. 
Mr. Beck having tbe af- 


firmative of tbe question proceeded 
to show why the amendment should 
be adopted, and I can to-day, and 
will with yonr permission, state »nm- 
manly tbe arguments I then nse 1 and 
•till believe to have been cogent why 
the amendment should not be adopt- 
ed. 
My first argument was that itc 


passage would be a gross indignity 
upon the people of the Sooth, and 
that it was unjust in the extreme to 
degrade a brave, free, educated and 
en lightened people to an equality 
io all social and political rights and 
privileges with a vicious, igoorant 
and nne<lneated race with whom, and 
the white race, there never could be 
any commingling of blood, and that 
it was not the policy of any govern- 
ment or at least it ought not to be to 
degrade any of its children, bnt rath- 
er to uphold and elevate them, and 
that if it was designed as a punish- 
ment to tbe people of the South for 
their rebellion, the punishment was 
entirely too severe for the crimes 
they had committed, and that they 
had received in the loss of friends and 
property 
and power, punishment 


commensurate to the wrongs they 
bad done. 


I next argued that it was an act of 


injustice to the negro himself to place 
in his hands a power that he from his 
previous condition of ignorance was 
very likely to us* to bis own injury, 
and that it las in a degree something 
like placing a loaded weapon in the 
bands of a child, with which he was 
liable to destroy the life of himself 
•r that of some of bit friends. I tried 
farther to show that tbe condition of 
the negro so far as the near future 
was concerned instead of baling been 
bettered by emancipation, bad been 
made infinitely worse, and that in the 
year of 1876 there would not be its 
many negroes in tbe United States by j 
three or four hundred thousand is 
there were in 1866, and that the next 
decade would show a greater marked 
proportionate decrease, and that with- 
in two hundred years if tbe amend- 
ment passed1 the entire noqro race 
would become extinct in tbe United 
States, and now although I have no 
means of verifying my prediction I 
believe tbe census of 1880 will show 
that my estimate was by very muob 
too small. I tben tried to establish a 
law which I sinoerely believe to be a 
flat of tbe Almighty, rix: "That two 
races in whom the aversions in each 
or either are such that they cannot 
marry and intermarry, and between 
whom there can be no commingling 
of blood, cannot occupy the sameter- 
itory at tbe same time, and eLJoy tbe 
same 
social 
and political rights 


and privileges." I believe the law to 
be nniveral and as true as tbe axiom 
that two bodies cannot occupy tbe 
same space at the same time. At that 
time to prove my law, for I will call 
it mine as I have never heard it enun 
oiated either before or since. I conld 
in our own country only point to tbe 
wonderful disappearance of tbe In 
dian race, "the smoke of whose camp 
fires could be seen in the valley at 
sunset, aad ere the morning mists 
were dispelled their fires were oat 
never aywin to be lighted. 
They 


were gona, and gone forever; not 
from disease, not from pestilence or 
frcm starvation, bnt from the work- 


ing of gome law inscrutable and in- 
comprehenaiblp." 
Bat einca then 


yon can ses the trnlk of thi* law in 
the South, where 
I firmly believe 


there are not no mauy negroes by 
half a million us there were in 1860. 
Another notable example, and one of 
vital importance to oar national ex- 
istence, and ono of more moment to 
ns than all other questions now or 
erer before the Anglo-American race, 
is the tlow and insidious approaches 
of the Mongolian race. In this case 
it is not the Indian and negro races 
dying ont and fleeing from the white 
man, but the white race fleeing be 
fore the untiring, always advancing, 
sleepless Mongolian, and so enre as 
the sun rises and sets for fifty years, 
no leas some means be devised to stay 
the calamity and stop the e nor ouch 
mcnN of that man, if man he be. a 
white man on this coast at that time 
will either bo a servant of a Chinese 
mandarin or a visitor from the east of 
the Rocky mountains, and Oh, God! 
I would that 1 conld, with the pen of 
a Solomon write, and with the elo- 
quence of a Demosthenes, porlray 


befall as if something be not done to 
avert oar threatened desolation and 
ruin. 


And now Mr. Blaine, do not with 


all your great God-given powers en- 
deavor longer to force misery and 
suffering upon both races, white and 
black, bat endeavor to undo the 
wrong inflicted upon the South by 
the passage of the two amendments 
and colonize all the negroes now in 
the South in somo territory now 
owned by the United States or buy 
some express!] for them and there let 
them be men and voters and there 
only assured of the protection and 
tupport of whole people of the 
United States. 
Be assured that what 


God has made impossible you can 
not perform.

York Timet 
says: A 
determined 


effort will be made at this session of 
Congress to restore the free coinage 
clause to the Act remoneti&ng the 
silver dollar. The "bonanza firm," 
who aspire to 
control the silver 


bullion market in the United States 
and who instigated and supported 
legislation to resurrect the "dollar 
of our fathers" and make it legal 
tender, are not satisfied with tbe act 
as it stands, as it gives all the profit 
on tbe coinage of the silver to the 
treasury instead of giving it to them, 
and has failed to raise the price of 
silver bullion in open market. What 
tbe promoters of tbe doable standard 
desire is t> coin unlimited amounts 
of silver bullion worth 86 to 88 cents 
into dollars which shall be legal ten- 
der for 100 cents, and whieh shall 
gradually drive gold' from general 
circulation, and yield a profit of four 
to six Billions per ana am to 
Nevada Bank and its allies.
